AN OLD Harlow student has 
described how he waited out the 
horrific truck attack in Nice by 
barricading himself in a lift. 

Will Green, 21, was on holiday in 
the southern French city last 
Thursday when a lorry was used 
to kill 85 people and seriously 
injure several more. 

The driver ploughed for 2km (1.2 
miles) along the Promenade des 
Anglais, where a crowd was cel¬ 
ebrating Bastille Day, at about 
11pm local time (10pm British 


time), before he was shot dead by 
police. 

Just before that, Will, who stud¬ 
ies engineering at the University 
of Hertfordshire, had been enjoy¬ 
ing a fireworks display on the 
seafront. 

Speaking the morning after, he 
said: “When the fireworks fin¬ 
ished, everyone walked off the 
beach and went down the main 
high street. 


Crammed 


“I was already a bit nervous 
because there were thousands of 
people crammed down there. 


“We stopped to watch a street 
performer and after two or three 
minutes a stampede of hundreds 
of people came towards us.” 

Will headed back towards the 
beach with the crowds, believing 
there had been some sort of “flash- 
bang” along the street. He recalled 
seeing a line of police and hearing 
lots of screaming. 

“The lorry was on the beach - 
that was the weird thing,” said 
Will. “I went to a car park and into 
a lift and every time the doors 
tried to open I held them shut.” 

From there, he frantically 
phoned family and police to find 


out what was going on, emerging 
only when the screams began to 
die down. He then headed back to 
his hotel. 


Will said Nice was a “ghost 
town” and “lifeless” in the wake of 
the atrocity. 

“There are no words to describe 
how it was to be there,” he 
added. 

Will has played football for Saw- 
bridgeworth Town for the past five 
years. He is currently taking 
part in pre-season training with SAFE: Old Harlow’s Will Green

A TEENAGE girl said goodbye to 
eight and a half inches of hair in a 
sponsored cut inspired by her 
grandmother. 

Iris Bradley, 80, from Horn¬ 
beams, Harlow, is in treatment for 
bowel and liver cancer and her 15- 
year-old granddaughter Jessica 
Chapman, who lives in Warwick, 
wanted to help fellow sufferers. 

Her locks will be sent to the 
Little Princess Trust, who make 
wigs from donated hair for young 
children with cancer, while the 
sponsored snip also raised £340 
for the charity. 

Mrs Bradley, who was dia¬ 
gnosed last year but is on the road 
to recovery, said: “I think it is 
fantastic and I am so proud of 
her. 

“She did this all on her own, it 
was just an idea that popped up. I 
was crying and I still get chocked 
up now thinking about it. 

“She has had so much support 
from all her friends at school. She 
has collected £340, plus whatever 


has been given online. She does 
not know ho w much the final 
total is at the moment.” 

Jessica, an only child, had not 
had her hair cut for more than a 
year before she came to stay in the 
town for the weekend and had the 
trim at Seven Hairdressing, in 
Market House, Harlow. 

Change 

The hairdressers did not 
charge her a fee for the cut but 
Jessica is finding her new do is 
quite a change from before. 

“We were all there and took lots 
of photos,” added Mrs Bradley, 
who has two daughters. 

Mrs Bradley, who is a grand¬ 
mother to four, added: “Jessica 
said afterwards ‘Oh nanny, I have 
lost my hair, it is stressful and I 
am stressed’. 

“It took her a while to get used 
to it, but I said to her it’s not too 
short. We told her she has got the 
latest bob and that calmed her 
down” 


Renters are struggling 
with bills says charity 


Research by Shelter finds the town has high eviction rate

A WORRYING number of renters in 
Harlow are at risk of losing their 
home according to research from 
charity Shelter. 

One in 47 households are at risk of 
eviction in the town due to factors 
including a struggling to pay for 
increasing rent. 

Nadeem Khan, helpline advisor for 
Shelter, who offer advice to people in 
housing difficulties, said: “Every day 
we hear from people who are strug¬ 
gling to keep their rent. 

Desperation 

“Many are in total desperation 
after the court papers land on their 
doormat and the threat of being 
evicted becomes very real.” 

In the East of England, Harlow was 
found to have the ninth highest rate of 
householders facing eviction with 324 
said to be at risk. 

Comparatively, East Hertfordshire 
has one in 49 at risk and Epping 
Forest has one in 53. Luton topped the 
rankings with 1,074 or one in 28 at 
risk. 

Harlow residents have shared their 
difficulties of renting in the town. 
Kevin Wilson, 32, from Little 
Parndon, said: “We privately rented 
for 10 years and didn’t miss a single 


rent payment. 

“We were promised endless 
amounts of work to be done but none 
ever was. 

“Towards the end there was no light 
in the living room, mould everywhere 
and condemned kitchen among other 
things.” 

A 27-year-old Harlow resident, who 
did not wish to be named, added: 
“Renting privately is often young 
people’s only option, and I’m sure for 
other age groups too. 

“Many people, including me, found 
even renting a room is beyond what 
can be afforded.” 

Shelter gathered the statistics after 


analysing data released by the Min¬ 
istry of Justice. 

The charity said other factors 
which have led to the situation 
include a shortage of affordable 
homes combined with cuts to welfare 
services. 

Mr Khan added: “It’s natural to feel 
overwhelmed, but remember you’re 
not alone - Shelter is here 365 days a 
year. 

“So if you’re struggling to keep up, 
or facing eviction and not sure what 
to do next, get expert advice as soon as 
possible. It can be the difference 
between losing your home and keep¬ 
ing it.”

“I’m currently a full 
time parent but my 
husband works full 
time. We’ve had to 
come to terms with 
the fact that we will 
never now qualify for 
council housing or 
ever be able to own 
our own home.”

Mark Newman, 52, a 
landlord of a Harlow 
property: “I am a 
landlord, keep my 
rents low as I have 
very good tenant.

Devastating house fire may have been started deliberately 


A FIRE which threatened to cause 
devastating damage to a row of houses 
may have been started deliberately. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue was 
dispatched to a house blaze in Hast- 
ingwood Road, Harlow, at 2.15am on 
Sunday. 

Two crews from Harlow fire station 
joined with one from Old Harlow fire 
station to extinguish the flames by 
3.21am. 

However, worried Hastingwood 
Road resident Shelley Savva, 36, said: 
“There are gas cylinders behind this 


row of houses. 

“The fireman said that if it had been 
left much longer it would have gone 
bang, and it would have taken out all 
the houses.” There are four houses on 
the Hastingwood Road estate and all 
use the gas cylinders for heating. 

Blaze 

Residents say they are fortunate 
firefighters were able to stop the blaze 
in time. 

Mrs Savva lives with her husband 
and two children next door to the 


house where the fire began. 

She said the house where the fire 
began is now uninhabitable. 

“There was lots of smoke,” added 
Mrs Savva, “Our neighbour smelt it 
and it woke him up. He phoned us and 
people started coming outside.” 

A spokesman from Essex County 
Fire and Rescue added: “In terms of 
damage it was limited to the living 
room, where it started.” 

On Tuesday Essex Police said they 
were investigating. 

A spokeswoman said: “Police are 


investigating the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding a fire at a property in Hast¬ 
ingwood Road. 

“Officers were called to the scene by 
firefighters following concerns the 
fire was started deliberately. An 
investigation into the cause of the fire 
is now under way.” 

Firefighters used breathing appar¬ 
atus, and two thermal imaging cam¬ 
eras to check for hot spots before 
using a ventilation fan to clear the 
property of smoke. They used two 
hose reel jets to control the flames.

Duo who’ve both battled disease want to help Macmillan

A SELFLESS couple who have both 
been battling cancer didn’t let it stop 
them raising money for a charity that 
supports others with the disease. 

Lyn Patnell, 58, and husband Roy, 76, 
held a garden party at their home in 
Potter Street, Harlow, to raise £800 for 
Macmillan Cancer Support through 
the charity’s Summer Lights scheme. 

“It was absolutely lovely, I think it 
went very well,” said Mrs Patnell, who 
works as a domestic services manager 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow. 

“At the peak I think there would 
have been 40-plus people who came in 
the end. They were able to sit down 
and have a drink. It was a social event. 
Everyone said they enjoyed it.” 

Mrs Patnell was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in January last year, and 
is in remission following treatment. 

Diagnosed 

Her husband, who was diagnosed 
with lung cancer in January this year, 
is still battling the disease, and has 
undergone chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy. 

From their previous marriages Mr 
Patnell has two daughters and Mrs 
Patnell has a son and daughter, while 
they have a combined 13 grandchil¬ 
dren and one great-grandchild. 

Mrs Patnell said: “The beginning 
part of 2015 was quite stressful, but I 
was feeling better towards the end of 
the year. However, when I heard the 
news Roy had lung cancer it was quite 
devastating. 

“Roy is very much like ‘it is what it 
is’ and there is nothing we can do. We 
are taking each day as it comes. It has 
been stable for the last six months but 
we don’t know what is going to hap¬ 
pen.” 

The couple wanted to support Mac¬ 
millan Cancer Nurses, who provide 
medical help and psychological sup¬ 
port to those in the later stages of the 
disease. 

Summer Lights is a national Mac¬ 
millan campaign whereby fundraisers

can receive a pack to host their own 
garden fundraiser. Mrs Patnell said 
family and friends enjoyed a raffle, 
tombola, auction, bingo and straw¬ 
berries at their party. 

“We don’t know when we are going 
to have to rely on Macmillan Nurses, 
we don’t know what the future holds,” 
she continued. 

“We have had advice from them and 
helped with providing a stairlift, but 
they have not had to come out to our 
house.

“The services they provide are 
really good, and no matter what we are 
going through we know they are 
always at the other end of the 
phone.” 

She added: “It was a very good feel¬ 
ing, we did not know what was going to 
happen with the weather, but we were 
lucky.”

A CHARITY’S manager has thanked 
the community for helping it get 
back into action after a burglary. 

The doors of the Ecco store, in 
West Road, Harlow, were damaged 
and the shop’s computer was 
smashed in the break-in overnight on 
Friday, July 15. 

But the hardworking nature of the 
staff and willingness of local services 
to help out the hub, which sells 
donated furniture and homewear, 
never stopped trading. 

Shop manager Dean Trussler, 32, 
said: “I arrived at work on Saturday 
morning and pulled up outside the 
main doors and saw that it was 
down. My first instinct was that the 
staff who were here the night before 
had not locked it properly. But I 
realised that it had been broken into. 

“It was heart breaking.” 

Mr Trussler said the hub had only 
lost £18 of cash, but that the cost of 
replacing equipment was estimated 
to be £2,000. 

The West Road hub is the main 
centre for Ecco, which also has shops 
in Epping and Bishop’s Stortford. All

Hate crime concern 
after election result

A RISE in xenophobia on the back 
of the EU referendum is a concern 
for charities and police across 
Essex. 

Reports to police of hate crime 
increased nationally by 42 per 
cent in the week after Britain 
voted to leave the European Union 
and many feel the mood has been 
reflected locally. 

Zak Cochrane, who is part of 
pressure group Stand Up To 
Racism, said: “I think there has 
been a spike in the number of 
incidents. Migrants are being 
used as a political football. 

“It’s as if the vote has given 
them the green light to go out and 
do these horrendous things.” 

Stand Up To Racism held a gath¬ 
ering in Market Square, in Har¬ 
low, earlier this month to unite 
different social, faith and ethnic 
groups under the banner: Love 
Harlow, Hate Racism. 

Mr Cochrane, who lives in the 
town, said he has witnessed com¬ 
passion amidst the turmoil and 
that his movement is against 
racism rather than against those 
who voted to leave the EU. 

He continued: “I am pleased 
with the response I have seen in 


Harlow, but also in Ware and Bish¬ 
op’s Stortford, and the show of 
unity. 

“There has been a lot of pos¬ 
itivity in the way it has brought 
people together,” he said. 

Essex Police has also commit¬ 
ted to stopping hate crime with 
their campaign Stop the Hate. 

Matthew Horne, detective chief 
constable of Essex Police, said: 
“We don't tolerate hate crime. 
Whether it’s an incident that 
takes place online or in the street, 
it’s important to let us know about 
hate crime to give us a chance to 


investigate and prosecute offend¬ 
ers and to ensure that victims and 
the wider community are protec¬ 
ted.” 

Steve Goodsell, South of Eng¬ 
land manager for Show Racism 
the Red Card, fears prejudiced 
attitudes of parents have filtered 
down to school children. 

“We are doing more and more 
with local authorities,” said Mr 
Goodsell, who visits schools on 
behalf of the charity to educate 
youngsters about race and equal¬ 
ity. 

“In Essex the vote was very

much to leave and that is where a 
lot of our work is concentrated.” 

He added: “We know from vis¬ 
iting schools that pupils are con¬ 
fused. Some children are scared 
because they think they are going 
to have to leave the country. 

“A lot of young people voted to 
remain and they are unhappy. A 
high percentage of pupils have 
picked up on what they have seen 
on the front pages of newspapers 
and on social media. 

“We create a safe space where 
children can talk openly about 
how they feel.”

TWO women have been jailed 
after tricking a blind man and 
stealing his wallet and mobile 
phone. 

The unemployed pair will be 
behind bars for 30 months after 
admitting taking many of his pos¬ 
sessions, including a magnifying 
glass he uses to read. 

The 43-year-old victim, who has 
not been named, was entering his 
home in The Hides, Harlow, on 
Saturday, June 11 when Sarah 
Lodge and Rachel Kirton 
approached him and asked to use 
his toilet. 

He let them in and Kirton, 40, 
headed for the bathroom after 
shutting the door to the lounge,

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Long grass needs cutting 


A HARLOW councillor is con¬ 
cerned dog walkers and children 
are being prevented from enjoy¬ 
ing playing fields due to long 
grass. 

Councillor Nick Churchill has 
blasted contractors Kier Harlow 
for allowing overgrowth to reach 
60cm high in Sumners Park, Syca¬ 
more Field and the Maples, which 
are all in the ward he represents.

Wrong units

A FAMILY has accused Harlow 
Council of blaming them for a 
contractor’s mistake after the 
wrong kind of window was 
installed at their home. 

Contractor Kier Harlow wrote 
to Alison Smith, 46, in June to 
inform the windows would be 
replaced at her Grade II listed 
council house in Orchard Croft. 

However, after installing scaf¬ 
folding Kier discovered the win¬ 
dows were of the unsuitable PVC 
type. Mrs Smith then received a 
letter from the council, which 
accuses her of harming the prop¬ 
erty and threatening her with 
enforcement proceedings. 

The family responded by 
claiming the whole row of houses 
had been mistakenly fitted with 
PVC windows by the council 
themselves. 

To add to their frustration, a 
Peugeot 206 car belonging to Mrs 
Smith’s daughter Chayleigh 
Smith, 22, was found to have a 


large dent in its roof which the 
family say was caused when Kier 
took down scaffolding. 

Charlie Powell, 53, Mrs Smith’s 
partner, said: “The council had 
done the wrong thing by putting 
PVC windows in and not getting 
permission. They will now have 
to take all of the windows back 
out. 

“The day before she got the 
letter the scaffolding was moved 
to cause a dent to the car in the 


driveway. It looks like someone 
has stood on it. 

“I contacted the council and 
they told me it would take a long 
time to get it sorted. It has been a 
farce.” 

The letter the family received 
told them that the PVC windows 
were inappropriate as they do 
not have metal frames and went 
on to suggest how the family 
could replace them. 

But, Mr Powell said the only 


inappropriate action was that of 
the council. 

Councillor Danny Purton, 
portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, said: “We are sorry to the 
tenant and the family for the 
disruption and inconvenience 
this has caused them. 

“Unfortunately, the PVC win¬ 
dows will need to be taken out 
and replaced. 

“This work will be at no direct 
cost to the tenant as it is the 
council’s responsibility to 
replace the windows in this prop¬ 
erty. We wrote to homeowners to 
inform them of this. We are very 
sorry that the tenant received a 
letter in error We are reviewing 
our procedures to ensure this 
doesn’t happen in future. 

“An officer will be contacting 
the family, this week, to discuss 
the issue. In addition, Kier Har¬ 
low Ltd are investigating the 
claim that the scaffolding put up 
by an external contractor dam¬ 
aged the tenant’s car and they 
will be back in contact with the 
tenant to discuss this.”

SIR, I am afraid I must disagree with 
Stephen Archer (Letters, July 14). 

He claims he is not a bad loser, and he 
hasn’t lost. From a Harlow point of view 
that is clearly wrong. 

Some 29,602 people, (50 per cent of the 
Harlow electorate) voted to leave the EU.

Mr Archer is right in that the 
Referendum has no legal force. However, 


it should have moral force. But that will 
surely be seen to be beside the point if 
this pro-Remain Parliament goes for a 
deal such as the Norway option. 

This would preserve a lot of what 
many dislike about the EU. And worse 
than that, the UK would have less 
control than it has now. 

Therefore, those of us who welcome 
the recent flowering of democracy and 
also most Leavers should surely favour 
the UK electorate having another 
opportunity to vote on where exactly we 
go from here, either by way of a General 
Election or a second referendum. 

Such a second referendum should not 
be a cynical attempt to correct the 
‘wrong answer’ given last time. 

The question put would be very 
different - concerning quite what 
relationship with the EU we should 
attempt to achieve.

Driver handed 
a suspended 
jail sentence 

Woman admitted covering up the crash

A DRIVER who covered up a 
crash which killed Harlow motor¬ 
cyclist Jonathan Aicken has been 
handed a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Unemployed Lucy-Jane Willi¬ 
ams, 27, of Fillingham Way, Hat¬ 
field, pleaded guilty to doing acts 
tending to pervert the course of 
justice, failing to stop and failing 
to report an accident. 

She was sentenced to 14 months 
imprisonment suspended for 18 
months, a community order for 12 
months, 200 hours unpaid work 
and disqualified from driving for 
12 months. 

Sentencing her, Recorder 
Maryam Syed said: “You must 
have realised you struck 
something and struck something 
more than an animal.” 

Williams had admitted assist¬ 
ing in the disposal of evidence by 
deleting phone messages contain¬ 
ing conversations regarding her 
true knowledge of the incident. 

An earlier inquest heard that 
Mr Aicken, 24, known to his 
friends as ‘Panda’, died as the 
result of the injuries he sustained 
after his Yamaha motorbike was 
in collision with a BMW car in 
Tylers Road, Roydon, on Christ¬

mas Eve, 2014. 

Following the crash, Williams 
went home and waited nearly 40 
hours before police were contac¬ 
ted about her being the driver. 
Williams claimed that she 
thought she had struck an anim¬ 
al. 

The court had heard that she 
had also deleted phone messages 
and waited four months before 
giving police the phone code so 
they could access them. 

Family and friends of Mr Aick¬ 
en packed the courtroom where 
Williams shook in the dock as she 
was sentenced. 

The court heard, she had been 


diagnosed with depression four 
weeks before the accident and was 
taking anti-depressants. 

Prosecutor Richard Kelly told 
the court: “Mr Aicken was nego¬ 
tiating a left hand bend and for 
reasons unknown, himself and 
his bike entered into the opposite 
carriageway and there was a col¬ 
lision between them. She contin¬ 
ued on leaving him at the side of 
the road, unfortunately where he 
died.” 

Williams’ friend Sally Beach, 
27, of Cherry Way, Hatfield, and 
her father Richard Williams, 52, of 
Homestead Road, Hatfield, who 
had been involved in the cover-up 
have received police cautions and 
charges of perverting the course 
of justice against them were 
dropped. 

Senior Investigating Officer 
Detective Inspector Scott Egerton 
said after the hearing: “We will 
never know the true reason Lucy- 
Jane Williams did not want to 
remain at the crash. 

“By choosing to leave she 
delayed the arrival of paramedics 
and left Jonathan Aicken to die. 

“The actions she took to hide 
her involvement were deceitful 
and caused further heartache for 
his family. It is some small relief 
to them that she has admitted her 
guilt at court.” 


Woman assaulted by men in garage area 


A WOMAN in her 40s was ser¬ 
iously assaulted in Broadfield, 
Harlow, by two men. 

The pair approached the victim 
sometime between 11.15pm and 
midnight on Saturday, July 9. 

They attempted to steal her 
handbag before assaulting her in 
a nearby garage area. Both sus¬ 
pects are described as white and 
in their 30s. 

Essex Police has launched an 
appeal for information about the 
incident they are describing as a 


serious assault. 

Bonnie Moore, temporary 
detective inspector, said: “This 
happened in a residential area 
near a pub and there would have 
been people in the area at the 
time. 

“I am appealing to anyone who 
may have seen anything suspi¬ 
cious or who noticed two men 
hanging around the area before or 
after the time of the assault to 
contact us. 

“I am particularly keen to trace 


a man who saw the victim with 
the two men and spoke to them, 
but was told by the suspects that 
they knew her.”

FORGET your memories of 
dusty school labs, today’s kids 
are excited about experimenting. 
Thanks to Brian Cox, Horrible 
Science and even Nina and the 
Neurons, suddenly it’s cool to be 
a scientist. Make the most of the 
summer and get experimenting 
outdoors! 

You may have already seen or 
heard about the Coke and 
Mentos experiment. Basically 
you drop some Mentos in a bottle 
of Diet Coke and stand well back 
as it makes a big fizzy mess! 
First, you need to know what is 
going on. Fizzy drinks are just 
flavoured drinks that have a 
whole load of carbon dioxide gas 
dissolved into them. The gas 
stays trapped inside for as long 
as the lid is screwed on tight, 
when you take the lid off it will 
slowly come out as small 
bubbles. This is what makes the 
drink ‘fizzy’. If you’re a very 
patient person who really like 
watching bubbles, you could sit 
and watch it for a couple of days 
while each bubble gradually 
makes its way out. I’m guessing 
that you would like something a 
bit more dramatic! By dropping 
things into the bottle, you can 
get all those bubbles to form at 
once and rush out of the bottle in 
a big fountain. The most famous 
example is the Mento but it is 


not the only contender for best 
fizz-producer. You can try out 
other sweets, salt, sugar, cake 
sprinkles...whatever you have in 
the cupboard. Try different 
drink brands and flavours, 
which is best? Don’t waste your 
money on expensive drinks, I’ve 
had great results with the 
cheapest supermarket brands. 

Two very important things 
that you need to know: (1) This is 
an OUTDOOR experiment!!! It 
makes a big mess so make sure it 
is on the grass or somewhere 
that spillage doesn’t matter. (2) 
Only use sugar-free drinks, they 
simply work better (and don’t 
leave a horrid sticky mess in 
your garden). You might like to 
make a cardboard tube 
‘launcher’ so you can drop 
several sweets in at once. Be 
warned it ‘erupts’ pretty quickly 
so stand back!

T om Swift is breaking free from 
pantomime in his one man show 
Tom-Foolery where he explores his 
magical side. The 31-year-old’s 
debut solo performance will be 
coming to Harlow Playhouse on July 23 with 
90 minutes of comedy, illusion and sleight of 
hand aimed at families. 

“I’m quietly confident,” said Tom, whose 
on stage presence is anything but quiet. He 
is taking a break from his forte of writing 
and performing in pantomimes to develop 
his one man act. 

“It’s quite daunting being on my own with 
no-one to interact with on stage. But I used 
to do one man bits in the past and I have got 
some good stuff planned.” 

Tom has to be pressed to unveil what is 
actually on offer in his one man show. Billed 
as “a journey of magic and comedy that will 
appeal to the whole family,” there is a 
number of things he could conjure up - and 
the element of surprise is a trick he likes up 
his sleeve. 

“I invite audience members up and do a 
ventriloquist act,” explained Tom, “it’s 
really good fun. 

“There is also a knife throwing section, 
which is scary stuff. There is also lots of 
magic and get kids onto the stage. 

“Some routines I have done many years 
ago from doing pantomime. Some of them 
are new ideas and some are ideas I have 
come up with over the years from different 
places.” 

With little script to rely upon, a 90-minute 
length show time might suddenly seem 
quite daunting for just one man with 
families and young children to keep 
entertained. 

“It’s quite difficult to judge,” said Tom, “I 
don’t know what sort of running order there 
will be.

lackadder is back with 
a cunning plan at 
Victoria Hall Theatre 
with Harlow Theatre 
Company paying 
tribute to a 1980s classic. 

In their last performance 
before a summer break HTC are 
in the mood to have a laugh at 
British history by adapting 
the-tongue-in-cheek antics. 

Rowan Atkinson’s anti-hero 
Edmund Blackadder appears in 
the show’s four series in 
different scenarios but always 
with a sinister, but forever 
luckless, scheme. 

HTC’s production is set in the 
16th century with Queen 
Elizabeth I on the throne, loosely 
based on the 1986 series 
Blackadder II. 

“It has been great fun,” said 
Barry Bowen, who is directing 
the play which runs from 
Wednesday, July 20 to Saturday, 
July 23. 

“The artistic direction team 
get together every year and look 
at what we want to do. We 
wanted to do a comedy and we 
ended up with Blackadder. 

“We have given the cast free 
reign in developing the 
characters and it has made for 
really good humour. They have 
read the jokes in the script a lot 
now but they are still laughing at 
them.” 

The historical sitcom spawned 
four series and several spin-offs 
making the show a staple of the 
1980s and the 1990s when it was 
regularly repeated. It helped 
establish stars Atkinson, Tony 
Robinson, Hugh Laurie and 
writers Ben Elton and Richard 
Curtis into the top echelon of 
British comedy. 

So how does Barry take a cult 
classic from the television and 
put it onto the stage? 

“That was one of the main 
challenges,” said the 65-year-old. 

“It’s the nature of theatre, a 
small and intimate setting and it 
does bring its challenges. We do 
on stage something that has six 
different themes without doing a 
huge set change. It was a 
challenge to design something 
for this purpose.” 

Instead of a traditional 
narrative the play will honour 


Blackadder II by adapting three 
television episodes from the 
Elizabethan era. Each episode 
will begin and end within the 
running time. 

The plot of the three episodes 
will sees Blackadder as a Tudor 
courtier trying to win favour 
with Queen Elizabeth I while 
avoiding being executed, a fate 
that befell many of her suck ups. 

“We did a similar thing with 
Dad’s Army,” continued Barry. 
“A lot of the storylines in that 
era don’t end very well as they 
lead into another episode. 

“We have picked three which 
have characters continuing. 


“He (Blackadder) is trying to 
improve his social position, but 
he is thwarted in every way. The 
three episodes are loosely linked. 
It wraps it up for the audience.” 

The cunning anti-hero will be 
played by Clive Weatherley, while 
Baldrick, his servant and 
sidekick, will be played by Paul 
Stephenson. 

Queen Elizabeth is played by 
Wendy Grant, a nurse by 
Conchetta Clarizio while Leo 
Appleton will also appear. In all 
a relatively large cast of 15 will 
play 25 roles. 

While there will be 
unavoidable parallels between 


the cast and their on screen 
counter-parts, Barry is keen to 
make sure they are not 
completely copying the 
mannerisms of Atkinson and 
Robinson. 

He said: “We were careful with 
how close we went to try and 
imitate the actors. 

“What we have said is if we try 
and copy the original, it is going 
to fail. We cannot try and 
improve on what was already 
pretty perfect. 

“But we have to focus on 
characteristics and get enough of 
the resemblance to be close 
enough to make the play work. 


Barry has been chairman of 
HTC for just over two years and 
has been a member of the group 
for 35, but he is still enthusiastic 
to deliver another great play. 

“Rehearsals are going pretty 
well,” he said. “We have been 
rehearsing in a refurbished 
Scout hut. 

“In the summer it’s a tricky 
one as people are on holidays, so 
it can be hard to get everybody 
up to speed. 

“But it has been great fun.” 

He added: “I contacted the 
people who own the rights to the 
scripts and they said we can do 
what we like with it - even 


copying and pasting different 
parts of it. 

“We were really surprised. 
They said that we could pay 
whatever it could cost for the 
rights to Comic Relief which I 
thought was a nice gesture.” 

■ Blackadder will be performed 
by Harlow Theatre Company at 
Victoria Hall Theatre in Bury 
Road, Old Harlow, from 
Wednesday, July 20 to Saturday, 
July 23. 

Tickets cost £13 and £10 for 
concessions. Early booking is 
advised and tickets can be 
bought from www.ticketsource.

DEDICATED to Anton Yelchin, 
who died in a freak accident in 
June, and Leonard Nimoy, the 
third instalment of the rebooted 
Star Trek is a familiar conflation 
of past and future present that 
fails to set its phasers to stun. 

JJ Abrams vacated the 
director’s chair to make Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens, so 
Justin Lin, who helmed four 
turbo-charged entries of The 
Fast And The Furious franchise, 
steps into the fray. 

He orchestrates action 
set-pieces with confidence 
although some of the interstellar 
skirmishes are reduced to a 
dizzying blur by gyroscopic 
camerawork and overly 


enthusiastic editing. 

In 3D and IMAX, the giddy 
whirl will be even more 
disorienting. 

Script-writers Simon Pegg and 
Doug Jung stoke the comedic 
ante with a slew of wry 
one-liners and they complement 
one outlandish set piece with a 
deafening blast of the Beastie 
Boys’ 1994 hip hop anthem, 
Sabotage. 

“Is that classical music?” 
quips chief medical officer Dr 
Leonard McCoy (Karl Urban) 
over the cacophony. 

Refreshingly, Sulu’s sexuality 
is addressed without politically 
correct fanfare, propelling the 
adventures of Kirk and his 
embattled crew into a 21st 
century, which believes that 
strength comes from cultural 
unity. 

The crew of the Enterprise are 
three years into their five-year 
mission to boldly go where the 
cult 1960s TV show went before, 
without the benefit of 
state-of-the-art digital effects. 


Captain James T Kirk (Chris 
Pine) is considering 
relinquishing the bridge because 
“things have started to feel a 
little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from 
the rest of the crew including 
human-Vulcan science officer 
Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura 
(Zoe Saldana), navigator Pavel 
Chekov (Yelchin), chief engineer 
Montgomery Scott (Simon Pegg) 
and helmsman Sulu (John Cho). 


During a visit to a Federation 
starbase under the control of 
Commodore Paris (Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a 
distress call to help recover her 
ship, which has crash-landed on 
a planet in a distant nebula. 

Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack 
from an otherworldly despot 
called Krall (Idris Elba) and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew 


forges an alliance with feisty 
alien warrior Jaylah (Sofia 
Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his 
moral compass, defiantly 
informing Krall that it’s “better 
to die saving lives than to live 
taking them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the 
curse of misfiring odd-numbered 
films in the series, but the flaws 
are obvious. 

Pine, Quinto and co are solid 
in roles that lack dramatic meat 
and don’t progress the 


characters over two hours, and a 
flimsy, contrived plot resolves 
potential conflict with minimum 
blood, sweat and tears. 

Throughout, the script affirms 
the need for the multi-species 
crew to stick together in times of 
adversity. At least the utopian 
vision of original series creator 
Gene Roddenberry is in rude 
health.

Set your phasers

To mark 50 years of sci-fi classic Star Trek - and 
celebrate the release of the latest movie 
adventure Star Trek Beyond - Jared Tinslay 
boldly dips into the long and prosper archives... 


IN THE BEGINNING... 

1. In 1964, fo rmer pilot Gene 
Roddenberry drafted his first pitch for a 
new science-fiction series, which would 
later become Star Trek. 

2. Despite paying for its creation, TV 
network NBC rejected the 1965 pilot of 
Star Trek, called The Cage, which 
counted Captain Pike, played by Jeffrey 
Hunter, Number One and Boyce among 
its crew. 

3. One person who was sold on the idea 
was Lucille Ball, who co-owned Desilu 
Productions and convinced the studio to 
give it a second chance. 

4. But Hunter, who also starred in John 
Wayne film The Searchers, didn't reprise 
his role as the Enterprise's captain, 
choosing to focus on film work instead. 

5. The second pilot episode was called 
Where No Man Has Gone Before. 

6. This time, the crew featured Captain 
James Kirk (William Shatner), 
half-Vulcan Mr Spock (Leonard Nimoy), 
Montgomery 'scotty' Scott (played by 
the late James Doohan), and Hikaru 
Sulu (George Takei). 

7. Keen to salvage The Cage, 
Roddenberry used flashbacks from the 


episode in later series, so the original 
crew lived on. 

8. In 1966, the first regular episode, 

The Man Trap, was broadcast. 

9. Texas-born Roddenberry, who died in 
1991, originally pictured Mr Spock as 
having "reddish skin", but plumped for 
a greenish tinge on realising Nimoy 
would have to spend hours in make-up. 

10. Ratings dipped after the series was 
moved to a graveyard slot, and by the 
third series, Roddenberry had resigned 
as the showrunner. 

BEYOND TV... 

11. When at first you don't succeed, why 
not try in cartoon? That's what many of 
the original cast did when they voiced 
their characters in the 1973 animated 
Star Trek series. 

12. The first big-screen outing was 
1979's Star Trek: The Motion Picture. 
Slated for its lack of action, the film 
came hot off the heels of Star Wars: 
Episode IV. 

13. Three years later, however, Star Trek 
II: The Wrath Of Khan, fared much 
better with critics, taking 78,912,963 US 
dollars at the box office. 

14. The series returned to the small

screen with Star Trek: The Next 
Generation in 1987, set decades on from 
the original and starring Sir Patrick 
Stewart as Captain Jean-Luc Picard. 

15. The Next Generation crew make 
their first film appearance in 1994's Star 
Trek: Generations. It's in this film that 
Captain Kirk dies. 

16. After 2002's Star Trek: Nemesis, the 
Enterprise took a seven-year break 
from the big screen. The team returned 
with 2009's Star Trek under the 
guidance of J.J. Abrams, who brought in 
Nimoy as an elderly Mr Spock. 

17. Matt Damon was reportedly 
considered - but turned down the role 
of George Kirk, James' dad, in the 
movie. 

18. Roddenberry's wife, Majel Barrett, 
who played Nurse Chapel in the original 
series, is also known for voicing the 
Starfleet computer. She recorded her 
final part for the 2009 film before her 


death in 2008, aged 76. 

19. Nimoy's last film appearance as 
Spock was in 2013's Into Darkness. He 
died in February 2015 aged 83. 

20. Star Trek will be returning to 
television next year, with CBS 
developing a new series set in the same 
time as the most recent films. 

POP CULTURE... 

21. The first annual Star Trek 
convention was held in New York in 
1972. 

22. London boasts the Guinness World 
Record for the largest gathering of 
people dressed as Star Trek characters, 
when 1,063 fans donned their costumes 
in 2012. 

23. On learning of Nimoy's death, 
International Space Station astronaut 
Terry Virts tweeted his Vulcan salute 
from orbit. 

24. Good at picking up languages? Why 
not have a go at Klingon or Vulcan? 


Both actual languages, having been 
expanded and refined by professional 
linguists. 

25. In 1976, the then-US president 
Gerald Ford was bombarded with 
thousands of letters from fans insistent 
the first NASA Space Shuttle should be 
called Enterprise. Their wish was 
granted but unfortunately Enterprise 
never made it into space. 

26. Star Trek was sent up in a different 
way in 1999, however, with the release 
of popular parody Galaxy Quest. 

27. British band The Firm spent two 
weeks at the top of the charts in 1987 
with their number one hit Star Trekkin'. 

28. The Royal Canadian Mint has 
introduced new coins inspired by Star 
Trek characters. 

29. Star Trek and Star Wars have always 
had a 'friendly' rivalry, but in 2011, 
George Takei called for an end to the 
debate over which is superior. He called 
for 'star peace' amid an "ominous 
threat to all science fiction", in 
reference to the Twilight series. 

30. Star Trek has been referenced in 
The Simpsons, Futurama and The Big 
Bang Theory. 

FAMOUS FANS... 

31. Martin Luther King Jr was a Trekkie. 
He convinced Nichelle Nichols to remain 
in the series as Uhura instead of 
persuing a career on Broadway. 

32. Lifelong fan Barack Obama 
delivered a heartfelt speech on learning 
of Nimoy's death. 

33. Angelina Jolie told US TV host Jon 
Stewart she had a soft spot for Spock in 
her youth. 

34. American actress, singer and writer 
Rosario Dawson is an avid fan, who has 
shown off her proficiency for Klingon 
during chat show appearances. 

35. The character of Guinan was 
written for aficionado Whoopi Goldberg. 

36. The only person to have guest 
starred as themselves is Stephen 
Hawking. In The Next Generation series, 
he plays a game of poker with Albert 
Einstein, Isaac Newton and Data. 


37. Ronald Reagan visited the set in 
1991 during filming of Redemption. 

38. Eddie Murphy turned down a 
starring role in Star Trek IV - made 
specifically for him - to film The Golden 
Child. 

39. King Abdullah II of Jordan briefly 
appeared on screen in season two of 
Voyagers when he was still the Crown 
Prince. 

40. Patrick Stewart was impressed with 
Tom Hanks' knowledge of Star Trek, 
saying the Big star doesn't just "watch 
every show, he reads the credits" too. 
STAR TREK BEYOND... 

41. Simon Pegg co-wrote the new film, 
Star Trek Beyond, after the original 
writer pulled out. Pegg, known for his 
work on comedy Spaced and Shaun Of 
The Dead, also has a role in the movie 
as Scotty. 

42. To research, Pegg and co-writer 
Doug Jung would bunker down and 
re-watch episodes of the original series. 

43. In Pegg and Jung's story, the 
Starship Enterprise is three years into a 
five-year exploratory mission and the 
crew are feeling stir-crazy. 

44. Although there will be a degree of 
levity to the film, Pegg insists it isn't a 
comedy. 

45. Idris Elba will appear as a 
completely new character, a villain 
called Krall.

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Speilberg's phizz-whizzing 
take on Dahl's magical tale

he final collaboration of 
Steven Spielberg and 
Melissa Mathison, 
director and 
screenwriter of ET: The 
Extra-Terrestrial, is a 
gloriumptious rendering of 
Roald Dahl’s fantasy, peppered 
with the author’s gobblefunk 
lexicon of jumbly words. 

“Quite often, I is left instead of 
right,” comments the title 
character to explain his muddled 
vocabulary, which re-christens 
two animals hippodumplings 
and jiggyraffes. 

Sweetness and childish 
wonder glister in every frame, 
including a towering motion 
capture performance from Mark 
Rylance as the eponymous hulk, 
who blows bottled dreams into 
bedrooms using his 
phizz-whizzing metal trumpet. 

On-screen rapport between the 
Oscar-winning actor and young 
co-star Ruby Barnhill galvanizes 
the picture, building to a rousing 
crescendo at Buckingham 
Palace, where a swig of 
frobscottle, the BFG’s 
effervescent green brew, induces 
rip-roaring bouts of 
whizzpopping that prove you 
can’t beat a well-delivered fart 
gag. 

The heroine is a precocious 
orphan called Sophie (Barnhill), 
who is snatched from her bed at 
the witching hour by a hooded 
24-feet tall figure. 

The behemoth spirits the girl 
over verdant valleys and 
crashing seas to the rolling 
landscapes of Giant Country. 

“No such place!” Sophie 
defiantly informs her host, who 
introduces himself as the Big 
Friendly Giant (Rylance). 

The BFG wouldn’t normally 
kidnap a chiddler, but he 
explains that he was fearful 


Sophie might cause a great 
rumpledumpus by yodelling the 
news that she had seen a giant. 

“No one would listen to me,” 
she pleads, “I’m an 
untrustworthy child!” 

A tender and deeply touching 
friendship is forged between 
Sophie and her kind-hearted 
abductor, who exists on a diet of 
disgusterous snozzcumbers and 


is bullied by filthsome fellow 
giants including Fleshlumpeater 
(Jemaine Clement), Bloodbottler 
(Bill Hader), Maidmasher 
(Olafur Darri Olafsson) and 
Manhugger (Adam Godley). 

In order to rid Giant Country 
of these man-gobblers, Sophie 
hatches a hare-brained scheme 
to visit The Queen (Penelope 
Wilton) at Buckingham Palace. 


The BFG joins her on this 
madcap quest, and his presence 
smacks the gobs of the 
assembled staff including The 
Queen’s dutiful maid Mary 
(Rebecca Hall) and head butler 
Mr Tibbs (Rafe Spall). 

Directed with verve by 
Spielberg, The BFG is a visually 
arresting ride that gently tugs 
heartstrings in between 
rollicking set pieces. 


The child-napping unfolds 
from Sophie’s perspective, 
cocooned in her blanket, a visit 
to the tree of dreams dazzles the 
senses, especially in 3D. 

Rylance’s digitally conjured 
character has a twinkle of 
believability in his eyes, and 
Cheshire-born Barnhill is a 
suitably spunky and spirited 
heroine in the midst of the 
eye-popping mayhem. 


Some of the darker elements of 
Dahl’s source text have been 
excised entirely - the noise of 
crunching bones doesn’t 
crackety-clack for miles around - 
so young audiences won’t endure 
sleepless nights after the end 
credits roll.

A look at the life of one of our best-loved imaginations 

His fantastical tales have stood the test of time, and now, to mark what would have been, Roald 
Dahl's 100th birthday this year, Gemma Dunn talks about this weekend's BBC documentary... 


‘THOSE who don't believe in magic, will 
never find it', read the final lines in 
Roald Dahl's last ever children's book, 
The Minpins - and the literary legend 
certainly lived by his word. 

Injecting a sparkle into all who 
encountered his work, the late author - 
known for whimsical tales such as 
Matilda and Charlie And The Chocolate 
Factory - would have celebrated his 
100th birthday this September, and a 
whole host of programmes and events 
have been scheduled to commemorate 
the anniversary. 

On the small screen, BBC Two's focal 
documentary The Marvellous World Of 
Roald Dahl is set to delve into the 
writer's life. Here are some facts about 
the much-adored children's writer... 

1. Born on September 13,1916, in 
Llandaff, Cardiff, to Norwegian parents 
Harald and Sofie, Dahl - named after 
the Norwegian polar explorer Roald 
Amundsen - grew up speaking 
Norwegian as his first language, along 
with his three sisters. 


2. In 1920, when Dahl was three, he lost 
his seven-year-old sister and father to 
appendicitis and pneumonia 
respectively. At seven years old, he was 
sent to The Cathedral School, Llandaff, 
where he was caned for putting a dead 
mouse in a jar of gobstoppers at the 
now infamous Mrs Pratchett's sweet 
shop. 

3. He later attended Repton School in 
Derbyshire, where Dahl developed a 
fascination with chocolate (each term, 
the students would be sent a box of 12 
Cadbury chocolate bars to test). It was 
this that inspired his delicious tale, 
Charlie And The Chocolate Factory. 

4. Dahl famously criticised the 1971 
movie adaptation of the book (Willy 
Wonka and The Chocolate Factory), in 
particular believing Gene Wilder's 
version of Willy Wonka to be too 
'pretentious' and 'bouncy', and not 
nearly eccentric enough. 

5. After finishing school in 1934, Dahl 
worked for Shell, which saw him 
relocate to Africa, where he 


experienced encounters with the likes 
of black mambas and other wildlife. It's 
these memories, illustrator Quentin 
Blake has said, that encouraged Dahl's 
book The Enormous Crocodile. 

6. In 1939, he enlisted in the RAF as a 
WWII aircraftman. In 1940, his plane 
crash-landed in the Libya desert and 
Dahl suffered life-changing injuries that 
saw him hospitalised for six months. 

7. A year after being discharged in 1941, 
he was posted to the British Embassy in 
Washington DC as an assistant air 
attache. Here, he encountered his hero, 
writer CS Forester, which led to the 
publication of his first short story, Shot 
Down Over Libya (also known as A Piece 
Of Cake). 

8. Dahl also supplied intelligence, 
working as a spy (although he preferred 
not to call it that) for Winston Churchill. 
It was in this role that he met Ian 
Fleming who went on to write the 
James Bond novels - hence Dahl 
penning the screenplay for You Only 
Live Twice in 1967. 


9. His first children's book (although its 
audience is disputed) was The Gremlins 
in 1943. Despite collaborating with Walt 
Disney to make it into a film, the 
production was never finished. 

10. At 6ft 6ins tall and with striking 
looks, Dahl enjoyed dalliances with 
American models and actresses, 
including Ginger Rogers. He married 
Oscar-winning actress Patricia Neal in 
1953, and they went on to have five 
children - four daughters and one son - 
together. They divorced in 1983 and 
Dahl remarried, to Felicity Crosland. 

11. Dahl asserted the most important 
thing in life is to bring sparkle to your 
children's lives. On occasion, he'd wake 
his children up in the middle of the 
night to go badger hunting. 

12. Naturally, he also invented 
dinnertime stories - one being that 
cabbage was delivered by a Buckingham 
Palace footman, to get his children to 
eat their greens. 

The Marvellous World Of Roald Dahl,

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Get set for the great escape 


t’s time for many families 
to escape Britain and jet off 
somewhere more exotic.

M Take children on a short 
treasure hunt and make a 
seaside or countryside sculpture 
from what they’ve collected. 

M Take a few simple wrapped 
toys or games and create a lucky 
dip for mid-holiday excitement. 

M If staying in a villa, pack a 
small paddling pool - fun for 
babies and tiny tots, and easy to 
monitor from your sun lounger. 
M Organise a mini pool 
Olympics, which can be as 
simple as jumping in the pool, 
swimming to a rubber ring and 
picking up something from the 
pool floor, all timed. 

M Encourage slightly older 
children to compile a holiday 
diary or scrapbook, or an online 
photo album. 

CATER FOR SUCCESS 

Catherine Cooper 
(www.catherinecooper.net), 
author of Travelling With 
Children: A Parent’s Guide 
(Need 2 Know, £9.99), suggests 
families with young children opt 
for self-catering accommodation 
if possible. 

“You can prepare meals when 
you want, put them down for a 
nap when you want and sit 
outside and have a glass of wine 
while they sleep,” she points out. 

Cooper also believes kids’ 
clubs are a “godsend“, although 
she advises parents ask

everybody has a good time. Lisa Salmon quizzes the experts 



questions such as: What’s the 
children-to-adult ratio? What are 
the opening times? And how are 
the age groups split? 

She adds: “You probably won’t 
want to send them off for the 
whole week, but a few mornings 
or afternoons here and there will 
give you the time to relax, and 
them the time to make new 
friends - and often try out some 
amazing activities.” 

KEEP TEENS ENGAGED 

Green warns that when it 
comes to holidaying with 


teenagers, it’s “slightly more 
tricky, since boredom looms a 
little larger on their horizon”. 

M If possible, choose a holiday 
with an element of independence 
- perhaps they can walk to a 
nearby shop or the beach on 
their own. 

M Give them their own space, 
perhaps a den or an area around 
the pool for chilling. 

M Plan to fend off boredom - 
days with a good mix of chilling 
and active periods work well. 

GROWN-UP TIME 


Parents have to make time for 
themselves too - it is everyone’s 
holiday after all. Green suggests 
that you: 

M Remove obvious hazards that 
will thwart relaxation; choose 
gated pools for non-swimmers, 
enclosed gardens, no high 
balconies or outside staircases. 

M Consider holidaying with 
friends or family so you can take 
turns to supervise, and so the 
children have playmates. 

M Hire a babysitter or nanny for 
a few hours as often as you can 


afford it. Green explains: 
“Children are relaxed because 
parents are still on site, but 
parents can relax because the 
nanny is taking the 
responsibility of monitoring.”

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Healthy and tasty 
salads for those 


In theory, it should be easier to eat 
healthily during the summer months, but 
in practice I find this is rarely true. 


There is no doubt that the availability 
of fresh produce and the warmer 
temperatures are conducive to lighter 
meals, so I wanted to focus on a healthy 
theme for this week’s column. 


There always has to be a green salad of 
mixed leaves; this is the staple salad of 
any barbecue spread. My top tip for 
lettuce is always to serve it dry; if it is 
wet then the dressing will never cling to 
the leaves. If you don’t have a salad 
spinner to dry your lettuce after 
washing, I would recommend investing 
in one. 


I always make a tomato salad 
separately because I love the juicy 
sweetness of tomatoes in the height of 
their season and they don’t always stand 
up well when mixed with other crunchy 
vegetables. 


My salad is adapted from a Ree 
Drummond recipe (my favourite cowgirl 
cook) in which the tomatoes are 
marinated for an hour or two at room 
temperature with very finely sliced 
spring onions and lots of fresh basil 
and/or parsley in a dressing made from 
150ml extra virgin olive oil, 60ml 
balsamic vinegar, 2 tbsp light brown 
sugar and salt and pepper. 


This is an amazing combination and 
the dressing is particularly good for 


MARINATED TOMATO SALAD 

6-8 ripe tomatoes, sliced 

4 spring onions 

150ml extra virgin olive oil 

60ml balsamic vinegar 

2 tbsp light brown sugar 

1/2 tsp sea salt 

1/2 tsp ground black pepper 

handful fresh chopped basil and/or parsley, 

finely chopped 

METHOD: 

Cut the tomatoes and arrange in a shallow 
bowl. Slice the spring onions very finely and 
scatter on top. 

In a screw top jar, add all the dressing 
ingredients and shake together until well 
combined. 

Pour the dressing over the tomatoes and 
leave to marinate for 1-2 hours at room 
temperature before enjoying. 

MELON & GOAT'S CHEESE SALAD 

1/2 canteloupe melon 

1/2 cucumber, peeled and sliced 

2 vine tomatoes, de-seeded and sliced into 

wedges 

150g crumbly goat's cheese 
12-14 mint leaves, roughly torn 
60ml virgin olive oil 
1 tbsp red wine vinegar 
1/2 tsp caster sugar 
salt Si pepper 
METHOD: 

Slice the melon, cucumber and tomatoes 
and arrange on a serving platter. 

Crumble the goat's cheese on top then 
scatter over the torn mint leaves. 

Whisk together the dressing ingredients 
until well combined then drizzle all over the 
salad. 

Season with some more freshly ground 
black pepper then enjoy. 

ROCKET, PEACH AND FETA SALAD 

200g feta cheese, cut into cubes 


6 slices prosciutto / Parma ham 
lOOg rocket leaves 
4 peaches or nectarines 

3 tbsp balsamic vinegar 

4 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
salt Si pepper 
METHOD: 

Whisk together the dressing ingredients and 
season well with salt Si pepper. 

Grill the prosciutto under a hot grill until 
crisp and remove to a plate to cool. 

Cut the peaches into guarters and remove 
the stones, then place under the hot grill, 
skin-side up for 3-4 minutes until the skins 
blacken. 

Take the peaches out and remove the skins 
with a paring knife. They should come off 
very easily. 

In a serving bowl, place the rocket leaves 
and toss with half of the dressing. 

Arrange the peach slices, scatter over the 
feta cheese and then chop the crispy ham 
into thin slices and scatter over the top. 
Drizzle with the remaining dressing and 
serve.

I hosted another sell-out cookery 
course at Baythorne Hall cookery school 
in Haverhill, Suffolk, last week and we 
tried out some new technology by 
live-streaming one of my recipes on 
Facebook. 

The recipe is for one of my favourite 
healthy meals and my ‘meat-free 
Monday’ staple, dhal sambhar. 

Lentil-based dishes are a great way to 
have a filling and comforting meal with 
lots of healthy protein which keep you 
feeling fuller for longer. 

Dhal sambhar introduces loads of 
healthy vegetables into the mix and there 
is absolutely no compromise on flavour, 
with garlic, curry leaves, mustard seeds 
and chilli adding freshness and zing to 
every mouthful. You can see the full 
video and recipe on my Facebook page, 
SairaHamiltonChef, if you want to have a 
go yourself. 

But my main topic this week is salad. I 
had the perfect excuse to get creative 
with salads the weekend before last as I 
was invited to a barbecue hosted by one 
of our neighbours for the residents of 
‘our road’. We have these neighbourly 
events fairly regularly and it is great to 
get to know some of our neighbours a bit 
better. 

Now some people (yes, I mean you, 
husband Jim) will maintain that 
barbecues are all about the meat, but I 
disagree. The meat for me is merely an 
excuse, a foil if you will, for the vast 
array of salads which I feel should be 
present at this sort of al-fresco dining 
event. 


being mopped up with crusty white 
bread at the end of the meal. 

My top tip for tomatoes is never to 
store them in the fridge. They taste so 
much better at room temperature; their 
natural sweetness will come through 
much more. Try mixing up the types of 
tomatoes in your salad; different colours 
and sizes, or even heritage tomatoes if 
you can find them, make the visual 
impact much greater and the flavours 
better too. 

Another beautiful salad is one that my 
Canadian friend Christine makes. She 
tells me it is originally a recipe by Rick 
Stein from one of his European odysseys, 
but I’ve always considered it to be hers! 

This salad combines canteloupe melon, 
cucumber, tomato, crumbly goat’s cheese 
and fresh mint leaves and is finished 
with a dressing made from olive oil, red 


wine vinegar, caster sugar and salt and 
pepper. The combination of sweet melon 
and salty goat’s cheese, seasoned with 
lots of freshly ground black pepper, is a 
complete revelation and delicious on its 
own for a light lunch. 

And the third salad I made uses one of 
my favourite summer ingredients: 
peaches. For me, peaches and nectarines, 
which work equally well in this salad, 
are the taste of summer. They remind me 
of European holidays as a child, where I 
was amazed by the intense flavour and 
juiciness of these stone fruits when eaten 
in Greece or Spain on a hot sunny day. 

Although the flavours of peaches 
bought in this country are not always so 
good, in this recipe they are grilled and 
peeled, which increases the intensity of 
the flavour Mixed with rocket, feta 
cheese and crispy prosciutto or Parma 
ham in a balsamic vinaigrette, this was 
the biggest hit with my neighbours on 
the day! 

Finally, I would like to bid a fond 
farewell to Herts & Essex Observer 
editor Paul Winspear.

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Is Hoddle set 
for a return 
to England? 


ollowing the poor 
performance of the 
England football 
team at Euro 2016 
and the resignation 
of Roy Hodgson, the search is 
now on for a new manager for 
the beleaguered team. 

And it now looks likely that 
Glen Hoddle - who was 
appointed England manager in 
1996 but sacked in 1999 - could 
be offered the job. 

Hoddle is one of football’s 
more colourful characters. As 
well as a distinguished playing 
career for Tottenham Hotspur, 
AS Monaco and England, and 
successful management stints 
at Swindon Town, Chelsea and 
England, Hoddle also released 
a hit pop record, Diamond 
Lights in 1987. 

He’s also a very keen golfer

OTIES REQUIRED

I T’S 25 years since the 

Renault Clio first arrived in 
Britain and it’s a car that 
just keeps getting better 
and better. 

The fourth generation model - 
launched back in 2012 - gave the 
French favourite a shot in the 
arm and now it is revamp time. 

Come October a new-look Clio 
will be on the scene, smartened 
up inside and out and featuring 
extra technology plus new power 
options. 

And for fans of hot Clios the 
very potent Renault Sport 
versions are also getting some 
enhancements to push up their 
fun factor. 

Prices for the new line up will 
start from £11,555 - an increase of 
some £500 - and a new diesel in 
top grade Dynamic S Nav trim 
becomes the flagship of the 
hatchback range priced from 
£17,755. 

It is powered by a HOps 
1.5-litre diesel mated to a six 
speed manual gearbox which not 
only gives the new Clio a good 
amount of pull but is also rated 
at more than 80 miles per gallon 
with emissions down to 90g/km. 

And that’s not the most 


economical model - a 90ps 
version has an official fuel 
return of 88.3mpg. 

On the road, the new diesel 
impresses, drives well and in 
everyday conditions more than 
60 to the gallon is easily 
achievable. 

The new engine is also the 
quickest of the diesel Clios and 
on the petrol front there’s 
another newcomer in the form of 
a 1.2-litre 120ps manual which is 
even sharper out of the blocks. 

This one can manage 0 to 60 in 
nine seconds making it the 
briskest of the new Clios and has 
a better fuel return than the 
automatic 1.2 model Renault has 
had in the range for the past four 
years. 

The new 1.2-litre manual has 
carbon emissions of 118g/km 
compared to 120g/km for the 
auto which equates to an official 
fuel return of 53.3mpg - we saw 
an average of 37mpg. 

In the new Clio the 1.2 manual 
can be had from £15,455 or £1,200 
more for range topping trim 
which makes it quite a car. 

Sat nav, full LED lighting, 
automatic climate control and 
parking sensors all round are 
standard and throughout the 
range Renault has improved the 


Clio’s interior with more 
supportive seats and better 
quality trim. 

The entry level Clio is now 
fitted with Renault’s R&GO 
connectivity system which hooks 
up a smartphone’s functions to 
the car giving access to more 
music and the phone’s 
navigation display. 

Personalisation options - key 
attractions in the modern hatch 
market - remain plentiful and 
the new Clio can be had with 30 
combinations of trim, colours 
and decal accoutrements. 

There are also some new paint 
jobs including a deep red and a 
classy grey finish. 


At the performance end of the 
scale the Clio’s reputation 
switches dramatically from 
everyday runaround to track 
ready thunder machine with the 
Renault Sport derivatives which 
pump out up to 220bhp from 
their 1.6-litre turbo engines. 

As such the Clio Trophy is the 
hottest of the bunch - quicker 
than the likes of Ford’s Fiesta ST 
and Vauxhall’s Corsa VXR - and 
it handles too. 

Priced from £19,380 the Clio 
Renault Sport is available with a 
choice of Sports chassis for more 
regular road use, a Cup set up 
with bigger wheels and a stiffer 
feel and the finely tuned Trophy 


model with lowered suspension 
and the power boosted up from 
the 200bhp of the other two. 

All three come with Renault’s 
distinctive new RS Vision LED 
lights laid out to mimic a 
chequered flag and delivering up 
to 40 per cent more illumination 
than standard lamps. 

The Renault Sport cars are 
also fitted with Akrapovic 
exhausts which not only help the 
performance but in the Trophy 
that we put through its paces on 
the track produced a deliciously 
throaty soundtrack. 

The hot Clios are auto only 
and come fitted with large 
paddle shifters on the steering 


column for manual changes but 
such is the smart technology 
used in the gearbox that it’s 
right on cue when it comes to 
gear selection. 

Let the Trophy loose and 0 to 
60 flashes up in a brisk 6.6 
seconds. Top speed is pushing 
150mph and officially it’s rated at 
47.9mpm with C02 emissions of 
135g/km. 

Fanciful is an understatement 
and having fun in this hot Clio 
saw an average of just 22mpg on 
the trip computer which can also 
display a host of other track 
session data which can be 
downloaded for analysis on your 
home computer - telematics akin 
to that used in professional 
motor sport. 

The latest Renault Sport 
models are serious cars indeed 
but demonstrate how far the Clio 
has come. 

It is now the top selling French 
car ever with more than 13 
million sold worldwide and 1.2 
million of those have been in 
Britain. 

And our 25 year love affair 
with this French fancy shows no 
sign of waning with 12,589 Clios 
sold in the first six months of 
this year putting it well into the 
top ten of the hatchback sales 
charts.
